Rot Mr. Cession, the 
consul general of France In the Tonga 
group, announces t hat Commandant 
Ravenhlll of the cruiser Porpoise lias 
returned to those islands from n cruise 
lh the Pacific with the news of the re 
emergence of Falcon Island. 
Ile says 
that the highest part of the Island Is 
b o w about 10 feet abort s*>a level. 
The. island was formed by a great 
volcanic eruption at the bottom of the 
■ca In 1885. 
It took the Wttvcs and 
storms of the ocean 14 years entirely 
to obliterate It 
Mr. J. J. Lister, who 
visited the Island a short time before It 
disappeared, snld that It was rapidly 
being torn to pieces by the action of 
the waves. 
Fnless a fresh volcanic 
outburst occurred he thought It would 
•oon disappear. 
His prediction came 
true, and n steamer that visited the 
place about the beginning of Inst yenr 
reported flint not a trace of It was to 
be found above tile water level. 
The Island was built up In the neigh- 
borhood of the Tonga group, about 3." 
miles from the Island of Tofoon. 
A 
submarine volcano had roared from 
the bottom of the ocean a mighty mass 
of ejectn, and on this foundation rested 
the outpourings which rose nbove the 
wntor. 
The Island consisted of two 
distinct parts. One of them was a hill 
of gentle slope and wide base. whose 
bright was 153% feet. On one side the 
bill ended abruptly In a cliff whose 
base was wnshed by the sen at high 
frater. 
The other part of the Island 
Was a flat, extending awny from the 
bose of the hill In a northerly direction 
«nd only IO to 12 feet above the high 
tide level. The whole bit of land was 
just a bare, brown heap of ashes 
■round which the great rollers broke

■beets of foam. The Island was entire­ 
ly destitute of vegetation save for 
a half dozen seedling plants that had 
found lodgment there. 
It will not be strange lf the Island Is 
tern to pieces and again disappears 
ftom view within a very few years. Its 
•■appearance now’ is doubtless due to 
another volcanic eruption.

Islands seldom endure many years un­ 
less they are so large or so w’ell pro­ 
tected against the sen that there Is
